Continuing, Mr. Lockwood de­ 
clared, ‘‘Many school sy stems are 
elim inating 
here 
and 
cu tting 
there to meet the emergency , 
and there m u st be still deeper 
the obtainable revenue. Howev­ 
er, a point will soon be reached 
bey ond which only the barest 
skeleton of a sy stem of public 
education rem ains and in many 
places not even that. Such a 
condition may continue for one, 
two, three y ears; bu t society of 
this day will not long cou nten­ 
ance the edu cational starvation 
of its boy s and girls.” 
“It will demand a program 
sufficiently adeq uate in every re­ 
spect to properly educate y oung 
life in the fullest sense,” he said. 
“The solution to the situ ation 
is a state wide sy stem of financ­ 
ing a minimum program of ed­ 
ucation. Educating the y ou th of 
the land is a state function. The 
state sets up standards and re­ 
q uirements to be m et before a 
license to teach is granted, it de­ 
fines the q uality and q u antity of 
work to be done by a pupil be­ 
fore he may be given a diploma 
of gradu ation, it outlines the 
subjects to be tau ght, standard­ 
izes the eq uipm ent to be used 
and checks upon the q uality of 
work being done. 
“If the state sets up a m ini­ 
mum program and req uires by 
law th a t each school u nit in the 
state provide at least these m in­ 
imum opportunities for its boy s 
and girls, it logically follows th a t 
the state should also finance 
this program and not compel the 
local u nits to raise the revenue 
by an antiq u ated local property 
tax. 
“By state-w ide non-property 
taxes of various kinds, sufficient 
revenue can be obtained from 
sources which at present are not 
contribu ting a ju st share to the 
support of governm ental fu nc­ 
tions 
and 
institu tions,” 
Mr. 
Lockwood pointed out. 
“After the revenue has been 
collected by the state it would 
then be re-distribu ted to the va­ 
rious school u nits according to 
some such standard as a ‘teach­ 
ing u nit,’ which may be defined 
as ‘25 pupils or m ajor fraction 
thereof.’ 
This revenue, in all 


probability , would not be suffi­ 
cient to completely finance the 
local program and would need to 
be supplem ented as each com­ 
m unity saw fit by a property tax 
which could easily come within 
the school’s share of the $1.50 
tax. 
“This sy stem is not at all new. 
It has been advocated for a gen­ 
eration by educators. A num ber 
of the states have it in full op­ 
eration 
at the 
present 
time. 
When people have become fully 
informed about the m erits and 
ju stness of this sy stem, not even 
the entrenched forces which will 
oppose 
collection 
of 
revenue 
from new sources, will be able 
to w ithstand their dem ands,” 
Mr. Lockwood declared.
